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THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  CALENDAR 

A1  Loja 

Houston,  Texas 


The  measure  of  time  has  been 
important  to  man  from  the  earliest 
recorded  history.  The  earliest  accu¬ 
rate  standard  of  time  was  the  day, 
which  is  the  time  required  for  the 
earth  to  rotate  once  on  its  axis.  The 
measurement  was  normally  between 
high  noon  of  one  day  and  high  noon 
of  the  following  day  (high  noon  be¬ 
ing  determined  when  a  tall  stick 
cast  no  shadow). 

While  keeping  track  of  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  time  in  days  was  accurate,  it 
was  quite  unwieldy  due  to  the  num¬ 
bers  involved.  Thus,  July  4,  1776 
A.D.  could  be  expressed  as  648,  857 
A.D.,  if  we  used  only  days  for  the 
time  measurements.  A  larger  unit  of 
time  had  to  be  found  and  it  was 
found.  This  super  unit  of  time  was 
called  a  year  and  is  the  time  re¬ 
quired  for  the  earth  to  make  one 
complete  revolution  around  the  sun. 
Since  these  two  movements  of  the 
earth  are  independent,  it  should 
come  as  no  surprise  that  a  year  does 
not  consist  of  an  integral  number  of 
days. 

Today,  a  year  has  been  measured 
very  accurately  as  31,556,925.9747 
seconds,  or  365  days,  5  hours,  48 
minutes  and  45.9747  seconds. 

The  problem  has  always  been  in 
how  to  express  years  in  24-hour 
days  without  using  awkward  frac¬ 
tions  of  days.  The  calendar  systems 
of  early  civilizations  all  used  a  year 
of  approximately  365  days.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  months  in  a  year  varied  widely, 
however. 


The  Babylonians  used  a  6-month 
year  while  the  Mayans  used  a  19- 
month  year  (18  months  of  20  days 
each,  with  the  19th  month  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  called  Uayed,  con¬ 
sisting  of  5  days  which  were  known 
as  the  ‘evil  days').  There  are  indica¬ 
tions  that  the  Mayans  were  aware 
of  the  errors  in  their  365-day  calen¬ 
dar,  and  were  able  to  calculate  the 
accumulated  error  between  their  year 
and  the  actual  year  over  a  period  of 
some  4,000  years.  However,  they  never 
corrected  their  calendar. 

The  earliest  known  calendar  is 
that  of  the  Egyptians.  They  used  a 
constant  365-day  year,  with  twelve 
30-day  months  and  the  extra  5  days 
added  on  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
only  problem  was  that  this  year 
was  about  a  quarter  of  a  day  short 
from  the  actual  year  and  over  the 
centuries  this  amounted  to  quite  an 
error.  In  fact,  every  1,460  years  they 
had  lost  a  full  year  this  way,  be¬ 
cause  the  earth  had  only  revolved 
around  the  sun  1,459  times  while 
they  thought  that  1.460  years  had 
elapsed.  Thus,  every  1,460  years, 
their  calendar  was  almost  accurate 
again.  We  know  that  there  was  such 
an  event  (a  convergence)  in  139 
A.D.  Counting  backward  1,460  years, 
the  years  1321  K.C.,  2781  B.C.  and 
424 1  B.C.  were  again  correct  (almost  i 
years.  Thus  we  estimate  that  the 
starting  point  of  the  Egyptian  calen¬ 
dar  was  probably  in  4241 

The  Romans,  too,  had  an  early

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FROM  SILVER  TO  PAPER  TO  WOOD

Monday,  October  19,  was  a  dark 
day  in  the  annuls  of  affluent  Amer¬ 
ica.  Through  the  process  of  Osmo¬ 
sis,  billions  of  paper  dollars  on  Wall 
Street  evaporated  into  thin  air.  No 
one  knows  for  sure  just  where  they 
disappeared.  Some  say  that  a 
strong  draft  from  the  “Black  Hole” 
off  Bermuda  siphoned  them  into  ob- 
livion.  Others  believe  that  Ole 
North  may  have  shredded  them  in 
the  basement  of  the  White  House. 

The  same  thing  happened  back  in 
1929  when  I  was  a  sophomore  in  a 
little  farm  village  in  Nebraska.  I 
was  told  that  when  the  banks 
closed,  the  government  moved  in 
with  grocery  carts,  gathered  up  all 
the  silver  Morgan  dollars  and  paid 
off  the  national  debt. 

My  father  was  a  preacher  during 
that  depression  and  had  a  family  of 
eight.  Even  so,  we  had  faith  for  we 
knew  that  it  was  written  that  the 
Lord  would  provide.  It  was  about 
that  time  that  we  started  to  raise 
poultry,  on  the  side,  and  as  prophe¬ 
cy  dictated  we  managed  eight  dif¬ 
ferent  recipes  consisting  of  mashed 
potatoes  and  chicken  and  noodle 
stew.  For  desert  we  shared  apples 
from  the  Parish’s  orchards. 

Following  the  recent  stock  market 
crash,  pension  funds  came  under 
great  duress.  The  “Feds”  started  to 
manufacture  huge  quantities  of  paper 
money  to  stabilize  the  crisis. 

It  was  only  then  that  I  started  to 
inventory  my  "Whooping  Crane” 
wooden  nickels  I  remembered  that 
in  1930,  Tenino,  Washington  gained 
world  wide  fame  by  issuing  “legal 


wooden  money.”  On  this  same 
“black  Monday”  all  133  of  the 
famous  whooping  cranes  were  due 
in  from  Canada.  I  remembered  that 
a  New  Jersey  bank  had  foreclosed 
on  the  Whooping  Crane  Excursion 
Boat  and  we  set  about  to  run  up  the 
coast  to  check  on  the  situation. 

Much  to  our  surprise  we  found  a 
new  150-passenger  cruiser  at  an¬ 
chor  at  the  launch  site.  The  new 
captain  was  equally  surprised  when 
I  handed  him  the  1987  Jean  LaFit- 
te  Whooping  Crane  wooden  nickel 
for  across  the  bow  of  the  new  ship 
was  the  title  JEAN  LAFITTE.  In 
return  for  the  wooden  nickel  we 
were  the  recipients  of  two  compli¬ 
mentary  $20  tickets  to  their  maiden 
voyage  into  whooping  crane  coun¬ 
try.  It  occurred  to  me  on  this  black 
Monday  that  $40  transportation  for 
a  one-cent  wood  was  a  fair  ex¬ 
change!

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FLYING  EAGLE  AND  INDIAN  CENTS 

Ted  Court 
Fort  Worth,  Texas 


By  1857,  large  cents  were  becom¬ 
ing  unpopular  due  to  their  size  and 
weight,  and  this  precipitated  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  the  copper  nickel  cents. 
The  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  was  a 
pattern  coin,  and  was  not  meant  to 
be  used  in  circulation,  however, 
many  did  get  into  circulation. 

It  is  estimated  that  1,000  1856 
Flying  Eagle  cents  were  struck,  and 
this  small  quantity  makes  them 
very  rare.  The  1857  and  1858  F.E. 
cents  were  issued  in  large  quantities 
and  proved  to  be  very  popular. 

The  design  was  changed  in  1859 
to  the  profile  of  an  Indian  princess 
on  the  obverse. 

As  the  Civil  War  was  nearing  an 
end,  experiments  were  being  conduc¬ 
ted  with  various  metals,  and  bronze 
was  selected  as  the  most  desirable 
to  be  used  for  cents  from  1864  on, 
replacing  the  copper  nickel  compo¬ 
sition.  The  Indian  Head  was  not 
changed,  with  the  exception  of  de¬ 
signer  Longacre’s  initial  being  re¬ 
moved  from  the  cents  in  1864. 


The  years  1864  through  1878  saw 
a  lesser  amount  of  cents  struck, 
which  explains  why  the  cents  of 
these  years  are  as  rare  as  they  are. 
The  1877  is  by  far  the  rarest,  with 
only  852,000  struck,  a  small  issue 
even  in  those  days. 

Prior  to  1858  proof  coins  were 
only  struck  for  a  selected  few,  but  in 
1858  the  mint  inaugurated  its  policy 
of  striking  proofs  of  all  denomina¬ 
tions  for  collectors.  Coinage  of  proof 
cents  ranged  between  500  to  1,100 
per  year  for  the  years  1864  through 
1878,  and  were  not  initially  sought 
after  by  coin  collectors  of  that  day. 
In  fact,  the  largest  quantity  of 
Indian  Head  proof  cents  coined  in 
any  one  year  was  6,609  in  1883. 
When  compared  to  the  quantities 
struck  today  (nearly  11  billion  in 
1982),  one  can  appreciate  their 
rarity. 

In  1908,  the  first  cents  were  struck 
at  a  branch  mint,  San  Francisco, 
and  in  1909,  Victor  D.  Brenner’s 
new  Lincoln  cent  first  appeared.

TNA  1988  is  not  very  far  in  the 
future  and  if  any  member  is  not 
ready  for  it,  he  should  set  his  house 
in  order. 

The  semi  annual  meeting  in  Aus¬ 
tin  seemed  to  me  to  be  very  profita¬ 
ble.  We  adopted  a  resolution  which 
was  sponsored  by  Chris  Johns,  gov¬ 
ernor  of  District  VI,  whereby  a  de¬ 
serving  junior  from  some  district 
will  be  sent  to  Colorado  Springs 
each  year  to  the  seminar.  Each  club, 
a  member  of  TNA,  is  asked  to  do¬ 
nate  to  a  fund  which  is  then  used  to 
pay  these  expenses.  This  junior  will 
be  selected  from  all  eligible  juniors 
in  all  districts.  GHCC  and  TNA 
have  both  pledged  money  to  this 
cause.  Also  Paul  Garner,  governor 
of  District  V,  has  pledged  as  well.  It 
is  my  feeling  that  these  juniors’ 
names  should  be  selected  from  those 
who  are  or  who  have  worked  in  the 
program  which  has  been  introduced 
by  Frank  Galindo,  governor  of  Dis¬ 
trict  VII. 

The  seminar  trip  should  be 
earned  as  a  reward  and  not  as  “win¬ 
ning  number  pulled  from  a  hat.” 
Frank’s  plan  is  aimed  at  getting  the 
juniors  into  numismatics  and  not 
just  “coin  collecting."  It  requires 
much  study  and  work  in  the  presen¬ 
tations  both  verbally  and  written  in 
the  passing  of  this  knowledge  to

other  peer  members,  both  collectors 
and  non-collectors.  A  bird's-eye 
view  of  his  plan  is  that  these  juniors 
present  programs  at  school  and  at 
the  club  meetings,  write  articles  and 
present  exhibits.  They  will  then  be 
given  two  bronze  TNA  medals  for 
these  actions.  The  first  six  will  then 
be  awarded  a  silver  TNA  medal. 

A1  Loja,  1988  TNA  general  chair¬ 
man,  reports  that  the  convention  is 
moving  smoothly  and  that  almost 
all  of  the  tables  have  been  sold.  Any 
dealer  who  wishes  to  have  a  table  is 
advised  to  make  his  reservations 
early  and  not  be  disappointed  by 
being  left  out  by  procrastinating. 

Nela  Runkle,  exhibits  chairman, 
is  still  asking  for  exhibits.  We  can 
accommodate  many  more  than  have 
been  seen  in  the  last  several  years.  I 
will  assure  you  that  all  who  have  an 
exhibit  will  be  accepted.  These  times 
are  far  removed  from  those  of  the 
early  to  middle  60’s  when  there  were 
almost  as  many  exhibitors  as  there 
were  dealers.  Nela  can  also  use  the 
services  of  several  good  judges. 

Speaking  of  judging,  there  is 
much  feeling  that  the  rules  under 
which  the  TNA  judges  work  is  out¬ 
dated.  Chris  Johns  is  working  to 
amend  these  rules  and  she  needs  all 
the  help  she  can  get.

The  periodic  newsletter,  bulletin, 
or  journal  is  a  critical  element  to  the 
success  of  the  club.  It  communicates 
numismatic  news,  events,  your  club 
program  schedule,  recaps  of  previous 
meetings,  and  is  an  ideal  vehicle  to 
hand  out  to  prospective  members. 
The  editor  of  your  newsletter  needs 
to  be  dedicated,  reliable,  and  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  club  membership. 
While  the  editor  does  not  need  to  be 
a  professional  writer,  he/she  must 
be  able  to  communicate  effectively, 
must  make  deadlines  under  all  circum¬ 
stances,  and  should  be  at  least  some¬ 
what  innovative  and  creative.  Fail¬ 
ure  to  publish  a  bulletin  on  a  regu¬ 
lar  schedule  will  surely  contribute 
to  a  club’s  demise. 

Communications  also  include  in¬ 
terface  between  the  club,  TNA  and, 
possibly,  ANA.  It  is  imperative  for 
the  local  club  to  be  able  to  receive 
timely  information  from  the  state 
and  national  organizations  so  that 
it  may  be  communicated  to  members. 
Both  TNA  and  ANA  have  rep  prog¬ 
rams.  Neither  has  been  effective  in 
the  recent  past  but  both  organiza¬ 
tions  are  now  attempting  to  reju¬ 
venate  these  programs. 

As  2nd  VP  for  TNA,  it  is  my 
responsibility  to  help  the  district 
governors  and  club  reps  in  the  “dis¬ 
charge  of  their  duties.”  I  am  ready, 
willing,  and  able  to  do  just  that  but, 


to  date,  not  one  single  governor  or 
rep  responded  to  my  offer  of  assist¬ 
ance  several  issues  back. 

Finally,  a  suggestion  about  innova¬ 
tion  and  forward  thinking.  Consider 
changing  the  routine  once  in  a  while. 
For  example,  one  club  I  belonged  to 
formerly  held  a  breakfast  meeting 
once  a  quarter.  It  proved  to  be  a 
great  success  and  they  were  consi¬ 
dering  increasing  the  frequency 
when  I  left  the  state  to  join  the  Air 
Force.  How  about  promoting  special¬ 
ist  groups?  For  example,  those  club 
members  who  enjoy  collecting  tokens 
could  meet  once  a  month  on  a  differ¬ 
ent  night  and,  as  a  project,  pool 
their  knowledge  and  material  to  pro¬ 
vide  “special”  nights  at  the  club 
meetings.  How  about  a  program  put 
on  by  the  members’  spouses?  I  guess 
what  I’m  alluding  to  is  the  need  to 
create  variety,  enjoyment,  and 
sharing.  Isn’t  that  why  the  club 
exists  in  the  first  place?

Members,  as  we  start  a  new 
journey  into  a  new  year,  let’s  resolve 
to  make  1988  our  most  vibrant  TNA 
year  ever.  I  have  two  tasks  with 
which  I  will  be  working.  One  is  the 
new  junior  TNA  Bronze  Medal  Pro¬ 
ject  described  in  the  December  issue 
of  the  TNA  NEWS,  and  the  other  is 
to  continue  promoting  and  selling 
our  bronze  medals  from  previous 
years.  I  am  asking  each  of  you  for 
your  support  in  these  projects.  They 
can  be  successful  if  all  TNA  offi¬ 
cers,  members  and  clubs  unite  and 
work  together  toward  making  TNA 
the  very  best. 

At  our  board  meeting  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  I  announced  the  new  TNA 
Medal  Project  for  junior  members. 
It  was  well  received.  I  anticipate  a 
good  response  from  our  junior  mem¬ 
bers  once  our  governors,  members 
and  clubs  start  to  promote  this  pro¬ 
ject  in  their  respective  districts. 
Let’s  work  to  make  this  project  most 
successful.  We  must  keep  our  junior 
members  interested  in  numismatics 
with  projects  such  as  this.  After  all, 
they  are  TNA’s  future  leaders. 

Christmas  came  early  this  year  to 
the  TNA  Medals  Officer.  When  I 
was  appointed  medals  officer  I  had 
a  few  of  the  1969  bronze  medals  on 
hand.  These  medals  were  soon  sold 
as  part  of  complete  sets  beginning 
with  the  1969  medal  and  ending 
with  the  latest  medal  struck.  In 
conversation  with  several  TNA 
members,  I  mentioned  my  present 
dilemma,  which  was  that  I  had  sold 
all  of  the  complete  medal  sets  and 


would  not  be  able  to  sell  any  other 
complete  sets  to  any  member  reques¬ 
ting  one.  The  reason  was  because  I 
had  no  1969  bronze  medals  left. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  I  now 
have  a  few  1969  TNA  bronze  medals 
in  stock.  In  November  a  TNA  member, 
who  wishes  to  remain  anonymous, 
donated  some  1969  bronze  medals 
to  be  sold  as  part  of  complete  sets 
only.  This  good  deed  will  help  to  sell 
more  complete  bronze  medal  sets 
and  reduce  our  medal  inventory.  The 
generosity  of  members  such  as  this 
is  one  reason  TNA  has  flourished 
and  continues  to  grow  and  prosper. 

The  1988  TNA  convention  medals 
will  feature  a  new  logo.  The  letters 
“INC.”  have  been  added  to  the  new 
design.  The  previous  design  had  a 
circle  around  the  Texas  map.  This 
has  been  replaced  with  an  updated 
design  which  will  enhance  the  logo. 
The  Texas  map  is  in  a  square  with 
rounded  corners  giving  us  a  fresh 
new  design  and  vet  keeping  the  ori¬ 
ginal  basic  idea. 

The  Space  Shuttle  was  selected  as 
the  main  theme  for  the  1988  Hous¬ 
ton  TNA  convention  medal.  Special 
thanks  to  Nela  Runkle  and  A1  Loja 
for  their  help  and  ideas.

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CONFEDERATE  BONDS  FOUND  IN  STORAGE 


More  than  75,000  bonds  issued  by 
the  Confederate  States  of  America 
to  raise  money  during  the  Civil  War 
have  been  found  in  a  London  vault 
where  they  were  placed  in  storage 
in  1920.  The  bonds,  which  had  a 
total  face  value  of  some  $60  million 
when  they  were  issued  between  1861 
and  1864,  were  to  be  sold  in  one  lot 
by  Sotheby’s  auction  house  in  Lon¬ 
don. 

James  Morton,  the  firm’s  currency 
expert,  said  it  is  expected  the  des¬ 
cendants  of  the  original  trustees  will 
at  last  get  something  for  the  bonds, 
valued  now  at  about  $378,400. 


CORONATION  COINS 

Price  of  a  good  seat  at  the  crown¬ 
ing  of  William  the  Conqueror  was  a 
blank  and  the  same  was  charged  for 
his  son  and  successor,  William 
Rufus.  At  that  of  Henry  I,  it  was  a 
crocard,  and  at  King  Stephen’s  and 
Henry  II’s,  a  pollard.  The  coin 
which  changed  hands  frequently  at 
King  Richard's  and  King  John's  for 
an  advantageous  place  was  a  fus- 
kin,  and  rose,  at  Henry  Ill’s,  to  a 
dodkin. 

The  coins  mentioned  above  were 
sort  of  base  money  of  the  lowest 
value,  which  were  imported  into 
England  with  many  older  pieces 
equally  rude  in  their  names.  Most  of 
them  were  later  prohibited  by 
Henry  V.  In  the  reign  of  Edward  I, 
the  coins  began  to  be  more  intelligi¬ 
ble  and  find  that  for  seeing  the  Cor¬ 
onation  a  “P”  was  given  or  the  half 


Morton  continued,  "When  the 
Civil  Was  ended  in  1865,  bondhold¬ 
ers  tried  to  obtain  repayment  from 
United  States  authorities.  This 
hoard  was  assembled  in  the  1880s 
in  an  attempt  to  coordinate  and 
rationalize  European  claims.” 

The  elaborately  engraved  bonds 
are  mostly  in  good  condition,  care¬ 
fully  rolled  into  bundles  and  pro¬ 
tected  by  paper  wrappers  dated 
1883.  They  were  stored  in  30  card¬ 
board  boxes  under  an  old  railway 
arch  and  narrowly  escaped  flooding 
from  the  river  Thames  and  bomb¬ 
ing  in  the  German  blitz  in  World 
War  II.

Garrett,  59,  was  until  recently  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  the  British 
Post  Office  and  managing  director 
of  Parcels  and  Courier  Services.  He 
was  born  in  Wales  and  educated  at 
Cambridge.  He  lives  in  Crowborough, 
East  Sussex.

GOLD  COINS 

During  the  early  Gold  Rush  days  of 
California,  private  individuals  and  con¬ 
cerns  made  up  small  tokens  in  the  deno¬ 
minations  $1/4,  $1/2  and  $1.  These  were 
classified  as  Pioneer  California  gold 
coins  and  at  the  time  were  used  as  legal 
tender,  although  not  redeemable  by  the 
United  States  government.  In  the  days 
that  followed,  these  coins  gradually  dis¬ 
appeared  and  became  difficult  to  obtain. 

Later,  souvenir  California  gold  tokens 
appeared  to  fulfill  the  demand  of  tour¬ 
ists,  coin  collectors  and  souvenir  hun¬ 
ters.  These  are  but  replicas  of  the  Gold 
Rush  tokens  with  similar  designs  and 
denominations.  Although  the  souvenir 
tokens  have  no  face  value  and  are  not 
redeemable,  there  is  considerable  inter¬ 
est  in  the  various  varieties  that  are  avail¬ 
able  to  present-day  coin  collectors. 
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1922  PLAIN?

which  was  in  use  from  the  time  of 
Numa  Pompilius  (the  beginning  of 
the  7th  century  BC)  until  its  reform 
by  Julius  Caesar  in  46  BC.  The 
republican  calendar  was  based  on 
lunar  months  and  had  355  days.  It 
was  complicated  by  varying  month 
lengths,  by  occasional  extra  months 
inserted,  and  at  times,  by  political 
intervention.  By  46  BC,  this  calen¬ 
dar  had  become  three  months  out  of 
step  with  nature. 

The  Julian  calendar  was  an  im¬ 
portant  advance  over  everything 
that  had  gone  before,  because  it  was 
based  on  a  year  of  365'/$  days.  Every 
fourth  year  an  extra  day  was  added 
to  the  month  of  February.  This  ca¬ 
lendar  survived  in  Europe  for  over 
16  centuries  before  being  replaced 
by  the  Gregorian  Calendar,  so- 
called  because  of  Pope  Gregory  III 
who  initiated  the  latest  calendar 
reform. 

By  the  17th  century,  even  the 


Julian  calendar  had  managed  to  get 
about  13  days  out  of  step  with  na¬ 
ture.  This  was  corrected  by  the  Pope 
by  subtracting  13  days  from  the 
current  year  and  changing  the  rules 
somewhat.  The  new  rule  stated  that 
no  century  year  should  be  a  leap 
year  unless  it  was  exactly  divisible 
by  400,  which  meant  dropping  three 
leap  year  days  every  400  years.  This 
revised  calendar  produces  an  error 
of  only  one  day  every  3,323  years. 

A  recent  amendment  to  drop  the 
year  for  all  years  exactly  divisible 
by  4,000  (4000,  8000,  12000,  16000 
and  20000  A.D.)  has  reduced  this 
error  to  less  than  a  day  in  20,000 
years.  Not  all  European  countries 
were  quick  to  adopt  the  Gregorian 
system.  All  Catholic  countries 
changed  over  in  1582,  while  others 
followed  later,  with  Russia  finally 
changing  only  in  1917.

TEXAS  CENTENNIAL  COIN 


The  Texas  Centennial  commem¬ 
orative  half  dollar  was  minted  from 
1934  to  1938.  Texas  won  its  inde¬ 
pendence  from  Mexico  in  1836,  the 
year  of  the  defense  of  the  Alamo, 
and  it  honored  the  anniversary  in 
true  Texas  fashion,  with  a  coinage 
that  lasted  five  years  and  involved 
all  three  mints  then  in  operation. 
Only  Philadelphia  struck  the  Texas 
commemorative  the  first  year  and 
Denver  and  San  Francisco  minted 
them  the  other  years. 

The  design,  by  Pompeo  Coppini, 


shows  the  kneeling  figure  of  Liberty 
before  the  Alamo.  She  is  flanked  by 
small  portraits  of  two  Texas  leaders 
—  Stephen  F.  Austin  and  General 
Sam  Houston.  After  independence 
from  Mexico,  Houston  was  twice  pre¬ 
sident  of  the  Republic  of  Texas 
before  it  entered  the  Union  in  1945. 
The  reverse  of  the  coin  carries  an 
eagle  before  the  Lone  Star  symbol¬ 
izing  the  state,  as  well  as  “E  Pluri- 
busUnum”and'Tn  God  We  Trust,” 
the  two  mottos  most  frequently 
found  on  American  coinages.
